FOREWORD 


A golden anniversary for our high school publication! Fifty 
years of continuous service! Half a century of headaches for the 
staff and enjoyment for the readers! This is the enviable record 
of the Advocate of Needham High School. 


When in 1891 in the old Kimball School, Albert H. Spence, 
Lizzie M. Graves, Helen W. Leach and their friends decided to 
start a school magazine, they founded a Needham institution which 
has developed in size and quality up to the present time. Through 
years in the Emery Grover School and the present Junior High 
building, the pupils of Needham High published a record of their 
school life. At first this summary of the year’s work was presented 
chiefly as a literary magazine. Later, material was added descrip- 
tive of the social events and the gayer side of school. Still later, 
when high school athletics developed, write-ups of sports and team 
pictures were added. Thus, throughout the years, with the growth 
of the school and the town, the Advocate also developed. 


This year, thinking that this record was indeed worthy of 
something special, we have prepared a more elaborate and more 
modern yearbook. The emphasis in this issue has been placed on 
the pictorial expression of school life rather than on the written ex- 
pression. We have included many more pictures and have broadened 
the scope of our view of school activities. The style and arrange- 
ment of the book have been changed and a theme, designed by 
Eugene Ward, has been used to give an effect of unity. We have 
also published a section containing excerpts from Advocates since 
1891. 

We hope that our issue of the Advocate, commemorating 
fifty years of publication, will be found worthy of the enviable 
record already established.

Fortunate, indeed, is the Advocate Staff to 
have been granted an interview with so 1m- 
portant a personality as Mrs. Caroline Gay 
Mills, the first graduate of The Needham 
Senior High School. The staff wishes to ex- 
tend to Mrs. Mills its sincerest thanks for 
her kind interest and helpful information for 
our special Anniversary section. 

How should you like to be the only mem- 
ber of the graduating class of Needham High 
School? Mrs. Caroline Gay Mills, who now 
lives at 171 Warren Street, was in just this 
position, but that was seventy-three years 
ago. She was the only member of the Class 
of 1868, and the first person ever to graduate 
from Needham High School. 

Before the first high school was started, 
Mrs. Mills attended Oakland Institute, which 
was a fashionable school for young ladies at 
the time. The first Needham High School 
classes were held in the Centre school-house, 
then situated on the corner of Nehoiden 
Street and Central Avenue. In 1866 this 
school was moved to Village Hall, later 
known as Parker Hall. Mrs. Mills spent the 
last of her high school days back in the Oak- 
land Institute, which had been turned into 
the Needham High School. 

During her school days, Mrs. Mills lived 
on a farm near the present location of the 
golf-links. She walked three miles every 
day to attend school. Occasionally, she and 
her sister rode their father’s horses to school 
and left them during school hours in a near- 
by barn. 

Astronomy, moral philosophy, zoology, 
botany, and rhetoric were required subjects 
at that time, but Mrs. Mills also studied 
French, Algebra, and Geometry. For a 
time, only boys were permitted to study 
Latin. The girls, however, feeling slighted 
in this matter, protested to the school com- 
mittee, who, after much deliberation, finally 
consented to allow the girls as well as the 
boys to take the subject. 

Dances and parties were often held by 
students in a schoolroom in the evenings. 
Another popular activity was the “Band of 
Hope’, a club which met once a week. The 
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Years 


purpose of this club was to discourage the 
use of nicotine and alcohol by students. 

When Mrs. Mills graduated, she did not 
receive a diploma of any kind, as they were 
not given to members of the graduating class 
at that time. 

With this review of an N. H. S. of the 
past we can, perhaps, smile over the differ- 
ences between then and now. There is, how- 
ever, a more serious side to the memories of 
those early days of the school. As in every- 
thing else, there had to be a beginning, and it 
was from that first, small, but enthusiastic 
and ambitious group of young people that 
there has developed an organization which 
today graduates annually several hundred 
students, and which ranks among the best 
high schools in the country.

The Kimball School, which was located on 
the land which is now the site of our town 
Fire and Police Stations, was the home of 
the first Advocate, published in 1891. 

Just for fun, let’s glance through that first 
issue. How different it is from the issues 
published this year! There are only sixteen 
pages in the original copy. The small staff 
of fifteen included in the contents transla- 
tions of Latin, German, French, and Greek ; 
whereas, there are no translations in our 
book, and Greek is not even taught in 
N. H. S. any more. Under “Literary,” an 
article on the history of N. H. S. states that 
one of the earliest teachers of the then one- 
room school was a twenty-year-old Harvard 
student. (Those were the days, eh, girls?) 
The Advocate of 1891 was printed by George 
W. Southworth of the Needham Chronicle 
and sold for six cents. 

On re-reading that first issue and those fol- 
lowing it, our present Advocate Staff found 
that the style and content of the magazine 
changed considerably throughout the years. 
Some of the most amusing and interesting 
material included in those early works has 
been selected and printed in this anniversary 
issue for the purpose of recalling school days 
of the past to our readers of the Advocate of 
1941,
